New Yofs, Oct. 9.—The three-mast- 


ed British bark Giffel was damaged 
by fire and sunk while lying at her 
dock in the East river. At the risk of 
their lives firemen and policemen went 
into the hold and removed 250 cases 
of gunpowder, which were gart of the 
cargo. The cases were .thrown over- 
board as fast as passed up. The cargo 
of the ship consisted of 30,000 cases 
Of petroleum, which 'were stored in 
tae lower hold, genera! merchandise 
in tbf middle ho!d-and the g'mpowder 
and 250 cases . of leaded bird car- 
tridges in the top hold. The city flre 
boats got alongside the Griffel, and 
after aa hour's work so filled her with 
water that she sank. The loss is esti- 
mated at about $150,000.

That is How Pending Between 


the United States and 


England. 


•Washington, Oct. 9.—There 
has 


been no surrender by England to the 
United States in the matter of the 
new isthmian canal treaty, according 
to the best authority here. It is said 
to be equally true that the United 
States has sacrificed no principle in 
thase negotiations. The effect of con- 
trary statements is deprecated as 
likely seriously to jeopardize 
the 


chances of the consummation of the 
convention which shall finally and 
peacefully settle an issue that has 
been a source of danger for the past 
50 years. 


It is said that what actually has 


happened is that each side has pre- 
served the underlying principle of the 
Ciayton-Bulwer treaty, and the -.icw 
convention will provide for a water- 
way neutral at all times and opeu to 
the commerce of the -world.. 
The 


Claytun-Bulwer treaty, -drawn half a 
century ago, however, has proved to 
be defective In mechanism for giving 
effect to this purpose-. The new treaty 
simply provides tils mechanism.. Eng- 
land is relieved from the guarantee, 
•which in her caeo was only trouble- 
some, and which, being assumed by 
tha United States in totp, Is quite as 
effective. As viewed from the Amer- 
ican point of view, there was no sur- 
render on England'si part in seeking 
this relief, inasmuch as t.he above 
mentioned principle in reiterated, and 
affirmed, aa binding upon the United 
States. As for the form, of the treaty,, 
ft mar be stated last, it embodies in 
snt»t»hC«- the. amendmontsr to the rfay- 
JPimnoefote treaty, which were\«dbpt-
